The facts a s developed were that 
W inter had sought a tran sfer of the 
place from Aaron Schlusser last N o­ 
vember, that this tran sfer was never 
made, but dimply continued, and th a t 
the hotel had been without license 
for two months, 
VVm. Arch Mel lean 
Esq., representing those opposing the 
license, -declared th a t they did not 
know' until Thur^ lay that W inter ac­ 
tually expected to take the hotel arui 
that he had come there only yester­ 
day for the key. 
Mr. McClean further averred that 
of the fifteen signers to the applica­ 
tion two had since left Arendtsville 
and were no lin ger citizens of the 
place; that another, Charles E. Dome, 
spent from nine to

months 
every year in 
Florida; 
while 
four 
others had signed a paper saying that 
by reason of changed conditions they 
wished to be considered as not having 
signed the application, 
Charles S. Duncan Esq., represent­ 
ing M f.'
